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PREFATORY NOTE 


THIs index-volume to the nine volumes of the completed Third Series, 
covering the period from March 1938 to September 19939, is published in 
accordance with the announcement in the Preface to the Collection: see 
Volumes I of the First and Second Series, also Volume IX of the Third 
Series. The Assistant Editor of the present volume, Miss I. Bains, M.A., has 
compiled all the tables and indexes in it, and the Editors are most grateful 
for her long and careful labour. They would also like to thank the Deputy 
Librarian of the Foreign Office, Mr. C. H. Fone, I.S.O., M.B.E., for his 
valuable advice. 

The volume is designed to provide a general index for convenient reference, 
and is divided into four parts, as indicated in the table of contents on p. vii 
and as explained below. 


Part I. Summary Contents of Volumes 


Part I lists the tables of contents in each of the volumes. It thus provides a 
general guide to the Third Series, and a quick view of the main subjects 
treated in each volume and of the periods covered. 


Part IT. Reference Tables of Sovereigns and Holders of Office 


The chief purpose of this Part is to list the leading personalities in the 
countries with which the Series is concerned and, in addition, other 
personalities mentioned in the text, even if only by office. The tables 
list, for every country: (a) the names of the Head of State, and, where 
applicable, of the Prime Ministers or Presidents of the Council and of 
the Ministers for Foreign Affairs; (5) the holders of the numerous offices 
mentioned in the documents. The tables are divided into two sections: (i) the 
British Commonwealth and Empire, beginning with the United Kingdom; 
(it) Foreign States in alphabetical sequence: under this heading the League 
of Nations is also included. 

In these tables personal names, titles and ranks are in general given as for 
the period in question. In the list for the United Kingdom the dates of 
tenure of office which follow the names include the month as well as the year. 
For holders of office in H.M. Government these dates are those of appoint- 
ment and of resignation, as publicly announced. For members of the Foreign 
Office and diplomatic and consular representatives the dates are generally 
based upon information in the annual Foreign Office Lists. Where, how- 
ever, in the case of a senior representative serving abroad, it has been possible 
from other Foreign Office records to determine the months in which he 
assumed or relinquished charge of a post these dates have been substituted 
for those in the Foreign Office Lists. For example, according to these lists Sir 


IV 
Sydney Waterlow was transferred to Athens on 30 November 1933, and 
retired on 29 June 1939. Foreign Office records, however, show that he took 
charge of the British Legation at Athens on 4 December 1933, and left 
Athens on 31 May 1939. Therefore the dates here given are December 
1933-May 1939. 

For countries other than the United Kingdom, months are normally given 
in the dating of appointments only when a change of office occurred during 
the period covered by the Third Series. And, in general, dates of tenure are 
recorded only for the more senior offices. The information for foreign countries 
has been derived from many sources including the various national Year 
Books and the Almanach de Gotha as well as other published records and 
Foreign Office files. In a few instances it has proved impossible to trace the 
names of foreign holders of lesser offices mentioned in documents, and they 
have accordingly been omitted from the tables. 


Part III. Index of Persons 


The Index of Persons includes the names of all persons living in the period 
1919-39 who are mentioned in the Third Series either by name or by office 
(except as noticed above). Brief notes of positions held at the time have been 
added in parentheses. After the page references to mentions of each person, 
standard subheadings have been added, as appropriate, referring in parti- 
cular to speeches or statements by him, to his visits and conversations with 
other persons, and his outward correspondence; in the case of official des- 
patches and telegrams from the person indexed, only the subheading To is 
prefixed to the name of his correspondent. 


Part IV. Subject Index 


In the Subject Index much of the material has been indexed under the 
names of countries and the relations of one country with another. Territorial 
subheadings have also been used under other main headings, e.g. under 
Guarantees, Jews, Rearmament. 

Where a territorial designation has been used as a main heading and else- 
where as a subheading, the main heading has been printed in bold type for 
ease of reference; thus Germany is in bold type on pages 118-22 but else- 
where in ordinary type. 

In most instances alphabetical order has been retained for entries concern- 
ing the relations between any two countries. For example, relations between 
Italy and France are indexed under the heading France, with subheading 
Italy; those between the U.S.S.R. and Roumania under the heading 
Roumania, with subheading U.S.S.R. Where this order has occasionally 
been reversed, cross-references are given to the main entries, e.g. under 
‘Austria, Germany. See Germany (Austria).’ As in this example, in cross- 
references subheadings are printed in parentheses. 

Standard subheadings have been used, so far as appropriate, under the 
main entry for each country, e.g. Armed Forces, Internal Situation, Military 
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Measures, Minorities, Political Parties, Press, Public Opinion. Under the 
subheading ‘Press’, individual papers are listed after the entries of subjects 
dealt with by the press. 

Main headings, besides those for particular countries, also include general 
headings such as Air Warfare, Balkan Entente, Commissions, Committees, 
Communism, Conferences, Four-Power Declaration, Guarantees, Jews, 
Little Entente, Missions, Munich, Plebiscites, Rearmament, Refugees, Self- 
determination, South-East Europe, Sudeten German Question, Treaties. 


In both the Index of Persons and the Subject Index the following practices 
have been adopted. 

Volume numbers are printed in small roman numerals in bold type. 

References to footnotes are indicated by n placed after the number of the 
page, e.g. 50n. Where a name or subject occurs in the main text and in a 
footnote on the same page, the page-reference only is printed. 

Subheadings are usually arranged in alphabetical order according to the 
first word. In some entries, however, the chronological order has been followed 
when precise dates are given. For instance, in the Index of Persons, under 
the main heading Chamberlain, the chronological order has been adopted 
in listing his Communications with Herr Hitler and Communications with 
Signor Mussolini; and under the main heading Sudeten German Question 
in the Subject Index it has been followed under the subheading Attitude of 
France and Great Britain. 


It may sometimes be found helpful to use the indexes in conjunction with 
the Chapter Summaries printed at the beginning of each volume of the Third 
Series. For instance, the occasional references in the indexes to passages passim 
may be conveniently supplemented by the Chapter Summaries, which provide 
a chronological page-register to the contents of each volume.
